The 2003-05 biennium began with a fiscal year 2003 deficit
of $282 million. This quickly increased to $3.2 billion doe
theuse of one—-time measures to balance the 2001:08et
combinedwith increasing costs. Mtonsins $3.2 billion
budgetdeficit was one of th&argest in the country on a per
capitabasis. This report confirms that thefidiflt decisions
madeby the Governor and Legislature, combined véth
improvingeconomyhave erased the deficit and left the state
with a $4.1 million surplus.

The opening General Fund balance has been reduced due
improvementsn the states revenue accounting methodology
usedin years prior to fiscal year 2005, which required an
adjustmento fiscal year 2004ccrued revenues. The result
of this adjustment i reduction in the fiscal year 2005

openingbalance of $27.4 million.

The GeneralFund has an undesignated balance of $4.1
million as of the endf the fiscal year This is $123.6 million
lower than the balance of $127.7 million projected by the
LegislativeFiscal Bureau in itsnost recent fund condition for
the 2003-05 biennium published in January 2005. The chang
in the ending balance is the net result sofnumber of
modifications since January 2005, includingubsequent
revenuereestimates by the Legislative Fiscal Bureau; lower
tax collections and changes in non—-tax revenues; separat
legislation to increase appropriations (particularly for
Medical Assistance); and higher payments for income tax
credits. The undesignated ending balance of $4.1 million is
$1.7million lower than the fiscal year 2005 endibpglance
projectedby thelLegislative Fiscal Bureau in August 2005 in
its fund condition for2005 Wsconsin Act 25the 2005-07
biennialbudget).

General-purposerevenue taxes were $B97 billion
comparedo $10.739 billion in the prior yeaan increase of
$658million or 6.1 percent. This increasas $52 million,

or 0.5%, below the Legislative Fiscal Bureau May 2005
estimate of $11.449 billion. General-purpose revenue
expendituresexcluding fund transfers, were2$860 billion
comparedo $10.661 billion in the prior yeaan increase of
$1.199billion or 11.2 percent.

In fiscal year 2005, the State ofdtbnsin continued to devote
themajor share o$tate tax collections to assistance to local
schooldistricts, municipalitiesind counties. Local assistance
accountedor 56.3 percent of total general purpose revenue
spending. Aid payments tdndividuals and aganizations
represente1.3 percenof total general purpose revenue
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expenditures.The University of Wsconsin accounted for 8.3
percentof total general purpose revenue spending and state
operationsspending for all other state agencies accouiated
14.1percent of the total.

Wisconsin, along with many other states, continues to
struggle with Medicaid costs and indidient federal
revenues. Under2005 Wsconsin Act 15the Legislature
directedthat a transfer of $75 million be made from the
GeneralFund tothe Medical Assistancerdst Fund. This
amountwas inaddition to $123.5 million transferred in fiscal
year 2004 and $50 million transferred fiscal year 2005

tBnderprior legislation.

Due to limited General Fund resources resulting fribra
revenue accounting adjustments and the slightly slower
growth in general fund revenues in fiscgkar 2005, this
transferhas been divided betweéscal year 2005 and fiscal
year 2006 pursuant to the authority underl1§.52 (12)
WisconsinStatutes. In fiscal year 200$20 million was
transferredrom the General Fund the Medical Assistance
Trust Fund. The remaining $55 million was transferred in
July 2005 (fiscal year 2006). For thisason, the Medical

QssistanceTrust Fund continues to carry a $53.9 million

deficit at the end of fiscal year 2005. The July 2005 transfer
will fully address the 2003-05 deficit in the Medical
AssistanceTrust Fund. Given the fiscal year 2005 closing

alanceof $4.1 million, the transfer of the entire $75 million
prior to June 30, 2005, would have left the general fund with
a$50 million deficit.

In the absence of any revisions to the Legislative Fiscal
Bureau’sMay 2005 revenue estimates, the slightly lower than
anticipatedrevenues combinedith the adjustment to the
fiscal year 2005 opening balance, reduce by $56.7 million the
projectedgeneral fund ending balance footh fiscal years
2006 and 200Tinder2005 Wsconsin Act 25the 2005-07
biennialbudget), as reported by the Legislative Fiscal Bureau.
While still positive, these estimated fund balances are
extremelysmall relative to the overall general fund budget.

The Stateof Wisconsin expects to publish its comprehensive
annualfinancial report in December of 2005.
